THE N'U.MHER OK STARS. 

What May be Hi'cii With a I'dwcrfiil 'rt'li'ai'o|ii-. 

yoine astronomers have ih'voted special 
attention to counting the number of stars 
which may be seen with the naked eye, 
and the result has been that, even to per- 
Hiins gifted with more than ordinary pow- 
ers of vision, there arc int so many as 
4,1)00 stars at any time visible above the 
horizon, lint, a very diU'ercuit result pre 
senls ilself when the liea\ ens ate siii vej 
ed through a telescope. Countles.s iiuiii 
hers of stars then come into view which 
wt;ie previously invisible, and the more 
powerful the telesco])e used the greater 
number of stars revealed to observation, 
until linally tho conclusion is arrived a: 
that the number of stars visible in tin- 
heaviuis is limited only hy tlie ojitical ca 
paeity of the instrunieiil which the oh 
server may employ in his sur\ey. .\ fain 
iliar illustration of this is furnished by 
the well-known group of stars known as 
tho Pleiades. Surveyed with the naked 
eye, this interesting idiject is seen ti> cmi- 
sist of only some six or seven stavs; but 
when observed with an ordinary ojieia 
glass the entire tield of view is tilled u ith 
a lie.-iutiful con;,feries of distinct sl.iis. The 
great asLn uiomer. Sir W'llliaiu llerscliel. 
who far sur|iassed other astronomers ii 
the |)rofundity of his explorations of lie 
stellar heavens, has lef' ujion rei-oi d some 
striking results of his obserx'al ions iUiis 
trative of the iniiiieiise multitude of sl.ir;; 
wdiich a powerful telescope is cap.ihle ot 
revenling. It may be proper to reuiaik 
that when the stars a., ...ii'.vyed evi'i;

stniuiciit, an optical illusion attributable 
to the diurnal revolution of the earth 
upon its axis. Herschei, while engaged in 
surveying some regions of the Milky Way.
